That the clause in the old Indian 
reaty restricting the sale of intox- 
cating liquors within a radius of 
i5 miles of the Lac da Flambeau re- 
servation, is soon to be enforced, 
was the statement of Attorney John 
Ames of Minocqua in this city Wed- 
nesday. 
In . conversation Tuesday 
•with & man, who is familiar with re- 
servation affairs, Mr. Ames ascer- 
tained that the treaty will be put in- 
to effect shortly, although the saloon 
teepers In the "dry" territory will 
>e given opportunity to dispose of 
their stock and attend to other de- 
tails preparatory to ceasing business. 
Mr. Ames asserted that this man 
also informed him that the saloons 
of Rhinelander are within the dis- 
trict stipulated in the treaty. Wheth- 
er or not fo'T Is a fact Mr. Ames was 
unable to state, according (o his own 
knowledge of the matter/ although 
he admitted that the impression ex- 
ists In Minocqua and Woodruff that 


this city is within the twenty-five 
mile limit. 
' Ltqaor Dealers-Worried 
It is learned that liquor dealers of 
Minocqua, Woodruff, Mercer 
and 
other towns in the neighborhood of 
the Lac du Flambeau reservation, 
have promised the government that 
they would in the future rigidly ob- 
serve the federal laws pertaining to 
the sale of liquor to Indians, wilh 
the hope that the treaty would not 
be enforced.

Rodney Is One of Ameri- 


ca's Independence Day Heroes.

OW the historians and roman- 


ticists bare missed the tree 
and dramatic story of Caesar 
.-Rodney's ride.Is one• of the 


mysteries which surround the Dedara- 
ion of Independence. -

Thomas MeKean,-ene of the three 


signers of the Declaration from Dela- 
ware, has given unassailable proof of 
the essential facts In the c&se of Cae- 
sar Bodney and his ride. According 
o letters written by M"i and partlen- 
arly one to Caesar Rodney's nephew-, 
IcKeaii sent word by a horseman to 
Rodney, who was then ill at Byfleld. 
me of his farms near Dover, Del, 
hat his vote was absolute>/. necessary 
f freedom was to be proclaimed. 
Pennsylvania and South Carolina had 


voted against independence. New York 
i«ld aloof because her delegates bad 
cot received instructions from tbe as- 
embly of that colony. Congress was 
a turmoil, the army panic-stricken, 
he sentiment for submission to Great 
Jrttaia growing stronger hourly la all 
the colonies. It was necessary that 
all the colonies should vote In tb« af- 
rmatlre if independence was to be 
proclaimed. 


In the vote that was taken In the 
tatehouse (now Independence ham oa 
ulj- 1 Delaware's vote was not cast, 


there being two of the three delegates 
present Thomas McKean voted for 
reedom and George Read against it.

His afflictt&a was a 
cancer, that had attacked hla face to 
uch an extent that be was compelled 
to wear a veil to conceal the fearful 
ravages of the disease. For this rca- 
on he hail never married.

"endeace on the following day Penn- 
ylvania and South Carolina might be 
Induced to change their decisions, de- 
ermined upon the desperate expedient 
of sending for his sick and cruelly dls- 
Igured colleague. 
Estimating at its 


true worth the patriotism And determi- 
nation of Rodney, be Instructed the 
messenger to arrange at his (MeKean'c) 
expense relays of horses to carry Rod- 
ney on his ride of seventy miles.

Many Ingredisnts Enter Into Compo*!- 


" 'tion of Popular Firework*." 


The process by which the romaa 


candles are turned oat taay give a gen- 
eral Wea of tie construction of pjro- 
technics. The tabes of roman candles 
ire merely laj-ers o( paper rolled In 
thape by hand, each layer belns cloed 
to the others. Thej are made in all 
lengths and sizes, from the tlnj one 
that tplntters out bet two stars to the 
one which boIJs thlrtj stars in Its yard 
long length. When the tubca hare 
been finished one end Is plugged with 
clay, and then the process of loading 
begins. A tit of slow burning powder 
Is first placed In the tube, then a star, 
then more powder, etc.. until the tube 
baa been charged with the required 
number o* etars. A bit of the same 
slow burning powder Is sprinkled on 
the last star; a fuse t» then Inserted 
and the end scaled. The loading Is not 
done by hand—that process Is too slow. 


Twenty-four empty tubes are stood 


upright In a vertical frame, and Into 
them the powder and stars are alter- 
nately placed by an Ingenious mecha- 
nism. Then twenty-four steel rammers 
firmly press the charges la place. 
Bombshells are made of papier mache- 
The spheres are molded In halves and 
are then Jolted by g!u&

glne has set the globes are wound with 
stout twine.
